The proportion of graduates attending Vermont private schools 
has remained stable at six to seven percent, but the proportion 
attending public institutions has stfeadily decreased from 23% in 
1971 to 18% for the class of .1976. 

The proportion "o£ graduates enrolled .in postsecondary education, 
other. than higher education, has steadily declined from 7% in 1971 
to -3% in 1976. The propqrtion of gradj/ates employed in Vermont 
following graduation has grown from 3r%\iri 1971 to 36% in 1976 
while the other activities of these g^iraduates not continuing their 
education have remained relatively stable.
